First  Greek  Society 
Kappa  Omicron  Phi  was  the 
first  Greek  Letter  organization  on 
this  campus  and  as  such  has  been 
influential  in  forming  policies  of 
all  Greek  letter  organizations  now 
on  the  campus.  In  the  twenty- 
five  years  almost  300  girls  who 
have  chosen  home  economics  as  a 
major  or  minor  have  been  initi¬ 
ated  Into  Alpha  chapter.

way  to  the  conclave.  Plans  are 
being  made  for  a  large  percentage 
f  the  present  members  to  attend 
,he  tenth  conclave  to  be  held  dur- 
ng  the  month  of  August,  1948,  In 
ndlana,  Pennsylvania. 

Kappa  Omicron  Phi  now  holds 
'its  regular  meetings  in  the  home 
management  house.  Prior  to  the 
qpening  of  the  home  management 
house  the  fraternity  held  its  meet¬ 
ings  in  the  cabin  located  at  the 
south  entrance  of  College  Park. 

At  the  present  time  one  meeting 
a  month  Is  held  Jointly  with  the 
members  of  the  Home  Economics 
Club.

Seumas  MacManus  Tells 
Stirring  Irish  Folk  Tales 

Stirring  stories  about  old  Ireland 
kept  the  college  students  as  well  as 
the  Horace  Mapn  pupils  on  the  edges 
of  their  chairs  during  the  November 
17  assembly.  Original  stories  and 
folk  tales  told  only  as  Seumas  Mac¬ 
Manus  can  tell  them  provided  an 
hour  of  well-received  entertainment. 

Seumas  MacManus,  gray-haired, 
twinkling-eyed  Irish  author,  put  the 
soul  of  his  race  into  exquisite  lang¬ 
uage,  sometimes  tense  with  passion, 
sometimes  shaken  with  mirth  when 
he  explained  his  fellow-countrymen's 
lives.  He  combined  these  qualities 
along  with  sympathy  and  under¬ 
standing  to  completely  captivate  his 
audience. 

This  lecturer,  who  was  born  in 
County  Donegal,  Ireland,  and  who 
lived  the  rugged,  happy  life  of  any 
mountain  boy,.,  has  sufficient  back¬ 
ground  to  tell  his  stqi'iesi  Qf  glory, 
sorrow,  and  hype  with  a  true  coun¬ 
try  flavor.  As .  a.  child,  -lie  herded 
cattle  and  sheep'  in  the  hills  and 
attended  school  during  the  winter 
months  at  the  .same,  place  where  he 
later  taught.  His  recreation  was,  con¬ 
fined  to  visiting  from  cottage  to  cot¬ 
tage,  listening  to  his  elders  repeat 
folk  stories  and  fairy  tales.' '' 

He  began  publishing  verses  at  the 
age  of  sixteen.  He  was  attracted  to 
America  by  Harper's  offer  to  buy  his 
stories  for  $100  each.  To  the  Irish 
people  he  gained  a  fortune  quickly. 
Besides  being  famous  as  a  lecturer 
and  story  writer,  Mi-.  MacManus  is 
the  author  of  Dark  Patrick,  The 
■Rocky  Road  to  Dublin,  and  many 
other  books  that  are  highly  recom¬ 
mended  by  leading  critics. 

During  the  winter  season,  Mr. 
MacManus  lectures  and  tells  stories 
to  students  of  the  universities  of 
America,  tout  when  summer  comes, 
he  always  returns  to  his  homeland.

Bustles  and  bangs  made  their 
debut  on  the  College  stage,  Novem¬ 
ber  5.  Miss  Herma  Clark,  Chicago 
Tribune  columnist,  pictured  the  gay 
life  of  the  elegant  80’s,  by  explan¬ 
ation  and  monologue,  to  the  students. 
To  support  her  praises  of  that  gen¬ 
eration,  Miss  Clark  exhibited  bustles 
and  bangs  as  well  as  several  pieces 
of  art  work  found  within  homes  of 
the  period.  Pillow  shams  once  own¬ 
ed  by  Norman  B.  Judd  and  a  shelf 
lambrequin  woven  by  a  Quaker  were 
outstanding  items  of  the  columnist’s 
collection. 

"Mama’s  Little  Helper,"  her  in¬ 
itial  monologue  attraction,  revealed 
family  life,  customs,'  traditions,  his¬ 
tory,  apd  conditions  of  the  late  19th 
century.

I 
believe  that  the  80’s  was  the  Golden 
Age  of  literature,  and  Carl  Van 
Doran,  historian  and  critic,  has  veri¬ 
fied  my  statement.” 

Miss  Clark  was  awarded  the 
Friends  of  Literature  prize  in  ifl4G 
for  her  distinguished  service  ren¬ 
dered  to  the  Middle  West.  Besides 
having  written  the  Marcia  Freeman 
Esmond  column  for  the  pftist  eighteen 
years,  Miss  Clark  has  found  time  to 
write  two  books,  "Dear  Julie"  and 
"The  Elegant  80’s",  and  one  play,

A  Baldwin  electronic  organ,  pur¬ 
chased  a  month  ago  for  the  Col-)' 
lege  auditorium,  arrived  last  week 
and  was  used  for  the  first  time  for 
the  production  of  "Tartuffe.” 

Mr.  Ralph  Hartzell,  chairman  of 
the  Music  Department  says  of  the 
organ,  "It  represents  a  forward 
step  in  the  development  of  the 
Music  Department  and  will  be  a 
means  of  expanding  the  cultural 
activities  of  the  College,  It  fills  a 
need  for  an  Instrument  in  the 
auditorium  to  odd  dignity  and 
austerity  to  programs  presented 
there.”  .  , 

Classed  in  organ'  will  be  offered 
next  quarter  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Judith  Thom.  The  organ 
will  also  be  available  for  practice. 

This  particular  organ  was 
chosen  after  careful  consideration 
of  the  needs  of  the  College  and  the 
qualities  of  various  organs.  It  Is  a 
true  electronic  organ  in  .that '  the 
tone  is  both  generated  and  ampli¬ 
fied  electrically.  It  operates  on  a 


regular  GO  cycle,  105-125  volt  alter¬ 
nating  current  line,  consuming  less 
current  than  electric  iron.  It  uses 
standard  tubes  ,  available  in  any 
radio  store.  Trie  original  vibra¬ 
tions  are  created  by  small  cogged 
wheels  rotating  on  a  motor  driven 
shaft.  As  each  cog  passes  through 
a  magnetic  field  it  creates  an  elec¬ 
trical  vibration.  Hence,  each  note 
has  a  wheel  with  as  many  cogs  as 
it  has  vibrations.  These  electrical 
vibrations  pass  through  electronic 
tubes  to  the  tone  cabinets  where 
they  are  amplified  and  projected. 
The  tones  projected  contain  all  the 
audible  harmonics  or  partials  as 
well  as  the  fundamental  tone. 

The  electronic  organ  was  de¬ 
veloped  by  an  undergraduate  stu¬ 
dent  in  the  Physics  Department  at 
Cincinnati  University  while  Mr. 
Hartzell  was  a  student  there.  The 
new  type  organ  was  demonstrated 
at 'a  program  at  Cincinnati  Uni¬ 
versity-  and  as  a  result,  the  Bald¬ 
win  Company  prqvltted  Uie  student 


with  a  research  laboratory  and 
purchased  the  patent  of  the  elec¬ 
tronic  organ  from  him,  Because 
of  scarcity  of  materials,  no  organs 
were  made  during  the  war  and  the 
one  which  arrived  here  last  week 
is  one  of  the  first  produced.. 

The  organ  was  installed  and 
tuned  by  representatives  of  the 
Baldwin  Piano  Company  from 
Kansas  City.  It  is  impossible  for 
it  to  get  out  of  tune  once  the  vi¬ 
brations  are  set.  Its  musical  spec¬ 
ifications  compare  favorably  with 
a  much  larger  pipe  organ. 

The  console  and  two  tone  cabi¬ 
nets  are  finished  in  walnut  and 
are  portables.  During  the  week 
before  Christmas,  one  of  the  tone 
cabinets  will  be  placed  in  the  sec¬ 
ond  floor  hall  in  front  of  the  aud-„ 
itorium  and  Christmas  music  will 
be  played.  The  organ  will  ,also 
be  used  in  the  Christmas  program 
given  by  the  Tower  choir.  It  is 
hoped  that  chimes  and  an  eqho  qrT 
gan  will  be  added  to  the  organ  fa¬ 
cilities  In  tire  near  future.

Students  of  the  Agriculture  de¬ 
partment  have  onrnnized  a  new  club 
on  the  campus,  officially  called  the 
Ag  Club,  whose  purpose  Is  to  enable 
students  of  similar  background,  in¬ 
terests,  and  training  to  carry  on  ac¬ 
tivities  of  mutual  benefit. 

All  students  majoring  or  minoring 
in  agriculture  will'  be  eligible  for 
membership  in  the  Ag  Club.  A  stu¬ 
dent  not  majoring  or  minoring  in 
agriculture  may  become  a  member 
of  the  club  by  receiving  a  two-thirds 
majority  vote  of  the  club  members. 
Such  a  membershp  must  be  renewed 
at  the  beginning  of  each  calendar 
school  year. 

All  new  members  accepted  in  the 
club  must  pay  $1.00  at  the  time 
membership  is  accepted.  This  fee 
includes  the  first  quarter’s  dues?  but 
there  will  be  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  for 
each  quarter  thereafter.  Dues  are 
payable  not  later  than  15  days  after 
the  beginning  of  each  quarter,  for  if 
they  are  not  paid  by  this  date,  they 
will  be  doubled.  If  the  duos'  and  the, 
fine  are  not  paid  at  the  end  of  30 
days  after  the  beginning  of  the 
quarter,  the  member  is  automatically 
dropped  from  the  club.

YOUR  STAKE  IN  WORLD  AFFAIRS 

Do  you  have  any  questions  on  the  United  Nations? 

To  help  the  people  of  this  country  better  understand 
the  Charter  and  their  responsibilities  to  the  world 
organization,  the  American  Association  for  the 
United  Nations,  45  East  65th  Street,  New  York  21, 

New  York,  is  answering  questions  received  reflecting 
the  tremendous  interest  today  and  always  for  last¬ 
ing  peace. 

QUESTION:  Is  the  Security  Council  in  session  during  the  session  of 
General  Assembly? 

ANSAVER:  Yes,  it  is,,  but  it  meets  less  frequently  than  usual  due  to 

duplication  of  personnel  between  the  Council  and  the 
Assembly. 

QUESTION:  What  is  the  status  of  the  UN  discussion  of  genocide? 

ANSAVER:  As  a  result  of  last  year’s  General  Assembly  resolution  con¬ 

demning  genocide  (the  physical,  biological  or  cultural 
mass  destruction  of  a  people),  a  convention  on  the  pun¬ 
ishment  and  prevention  of  genocide  was  prepared  by  the 
/  Secretariat.  This  draft  convention  Avas  placed  on  the 

agenda  of  the  Assembly’s  Legal  Committee,  which  has 
referred  it  to  a  sub-committee  for  study  and  decision  as 
to  future  procedure. 

QUESTION:  What  does  the  United  Nations  flag -look  like?? 

ANSWER:  The  newly-adopted  flag  is  light  blue,  4’x6’,  bearing  the 

now-famillar  emblem  of  the  United  Nations  (a  polar 
map  of  the  world  embraced  by  twin  olive  branches)  in 
white  in  the  center.  The  flag  will  fly  over  the  buildings 
of  the  organization  and  will  accompany  special  UN  com¬ 
missions  into  the  Held.  It  was'  first  used  by  the  Balkan 
,  Commission  of  Inquiry. 

QUESTION:  Is  there  a  definite  provision  in  the  UN  Charter  that 
members  of  the  Security  Council  be  chosen  oh  a  geo¬ 
graphical  basis? 

ANSWER:  Yes,  the  Charter  specifies  that  the  6  non-permanent 

members  of  the  Security  Council  be  chosen  with  due  re¬ 
gard  to  “equitable  geographical  distribution”.  This  is 
generally  interpreted  to  mean  that  when  the  two-year 
term  for  a  non-permanent  member  has  expired,  it  shall 
be  replaced  by  a  state  from  the  same  area.
